Members of the legislature, like mem- 
bers of parliament, and readers of some 
newspapers, have heard and read a good 
deal lately about the alleged failure of the 
Mackenzie King Government to “use the 
public credit in terms of the public need.” 
Without, however, anyone taking the 
trouble to explain just what the Govern- 
ment ought to do other than it is doing. 


What the Government is doing to use 
the public credit for the public good is 
fairly apparent, though perhaps not suf- 
ficiently realized by those keenly aware 
of the existence and consequences of un- 
employment. Money, formerly scarce and 
dear, has been made abundant and cheap. 
Municipalities are offered 2 per cent loans 
for self-liquidating projects and to build 
low-cost houses for rent, and ordinary 
improvements for the ccst of materials 
used. The provinces are being assisted to 
build roads, a purely provincial respons- 
ibility under the constitution. Federal 
money is being spent to train youths. The 
provinces are accommodated with loans 
at 3 per cent when they have to borrow, 
and when they cannot repay their loans 
are extended. 

These are very practical uses to which 
the credit of the country is being put in 
the attempt to create employment, re- 
lieve distress, facilitate the carrying on of 
public services, help in _ bettering 
housing conditions and municipal con- 
ditions generally. In what other way is 
it possible, or supposed to be possible, to 
employ the public credit in terms of public 
need than by just such specific uses of 
the credit where the need is shown to 
exist? 

It is easy to repeat a phrase, and by 
repeating to invest it with some mystic 
significance. But unemployment is a real 
thing, need is real, debt is real, and taxa- 
tion is real. What exactly is meant by 
the persistent suggestion that the Dom- 
inion authority could at will make these 
realities unreal, dismiss them, and over- 
night bring plenty and happiness to 
everyone?

War Clouds Gather 
Over England 


By RALPH PERRIN FORSTER 


LONDON (By Mail): Here in London there 
is One question on everybody's lips: Will there 
be war? I cannot presume to give an answer to 
this question, which is causing headaches to 
diplomats everywhere, but certain factors can 
be enumerated which in my opinion spell in- 
creasing danger. 

Whatever one’s views about Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s policy as a peacemaker may be it is now 
clear, since Munich, the totalitarian powers have 
been enormously encouraged by their success. 
It is apparent to them, as it is to us, that we were 
forced to yield because we ‘lacked armaments 
and particularly because of our great air in- 
feriority as compared with Germany and Italy. 
This is borne out by the fact that the post Munich 
feeling of relief has once again given away to the 
fear of war or of the threat of war which is once 
again prevalent. 

Dictators do not hold their power by popular 
vote and to keep it they must resort to means 
that democracies lack. They solve unemploy- 
ment by rearmament; finance is secured by mys- 
terious juggling; the popular mind is enslaved by 
control of the Press and the Radio. They accom- 
plish their internal policy with a speed im- 
possible for us who act by mutual consent. The 
necessities of Dictators make them dangerous; 
to keep their power they must have both con- 
stant new successes and distractions abroad. 

The problem of Democracies, and of Great 
Britain in particular, is firstly to try and equalize 
the present discrepancy in air power. If we 
cannot do that we shall be forced to withdraw 
before every demand of the totalitarian powers. 
But that isn't easy: Britain is sea, not air, minded. 
It means a new outlook regarding defence and 
public opinion moves slowly. 

There is, however, an even worse danger. 
Supposing one of the Dictators wishes to pick 
a quarrel say over Spain or Memel or Colonies. 
Then if we are forced to fight will the complete 
country be ready in every field? The dictators 
have completely altered the time factor in pre- 
paration for war and move with a speed we can- 
not equal. “Will we be ready” is the question 
most asked these days and its implication is not 
“Will there be war” but “When?” 

Some people think there is a way out. If we 
are fcreed to follow the policy known as “ap- 
peasement” then we must resign ourselves to 
becoming another Holland or Belgium. We shall 
no longer hold the “balance of power” but we 
shall have “peace.” Withdrawal at the point of 
the gun, as at Munich, is dangerous because 
success breeds repetition. If another situation 
like Munich arises we will have no choice but 
either to fight or resign ourselves to becoming a 
second rate power. 

The whole country is split in two regarding 
our dilemma. Roughly speaking the ruling 
classes favor the policy of “appeasement.”

Liechtenstein nestles in a corner of the boun- 
daries formed by Austria and Switzerland. Its 
people raise cattle for a living, but the govern- 
ment, com:posed of its Prince and a diet of fifteen 
members, devised a simpler way of making 
wealth for the state. Perhaps they saw how 
wealthy, patriotic Cana- 
dians, anxious to avoid in- 
come tax and death duties 
te the land in which they 
made their money, had themselves legally meta- 
morphosed into Channel Islanders or West In- 
dians. Money was seeking a haven wherein it 
would be safe from demands for relief and the 
cost of rearmament. Liechtenstein would offer 
itself as a safe abode for wealth. 


Just as joint stock companies in United States 
favor incorporation under the easy laws of the 
State of Delaware, so rich men sought incorpora- 
tion under the laws of the Principality of Liech- 
tenstein. They hail from countries on both sides 
of the Atlantic, attracted by the small levy on 
wealth necessary to maintain the Diet and Prince 
of tiny Liechtenstein in the positions they are 
accustomed to 


Now that Austria is part of the Greater Reich, 
Hitler would like to bring in Liechtenstein and 
extend the borders of Germany to Switzerland 
Perhaps he would like to levy on the rich Eng- 
lish, French and Americans who have taken 
their wealth to this rich man’s haven.

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Liechtenstein would reverse Hitler's luck in 
extending the borders of the Reich. Both Aus- 
tria and the Sudeten area of Czecho-Slovakia 
have proved expensive. Berlin is said to be 
wrestling with a plan that will place the Sudeten 
Germans back into the Czecho-Slovakian feder- 

ation. That would be the per- 
HITLER MAY fect anti-climax after aii the 
DROP HIS PRIZE propaganda about the suffer- 
ings of the Sudeten Germans 
and the rejoicings at their inclusion in the Reich. 

The Sudetens represent a heavy burden on 
German economy for two reasons. First, they 
need imports of foodstuffs from abroad which 
must be paid for in foreign currencies. Secondly, 
the Sudeten is a highly industrialized area, and 
produces goods of a kind that the majority’ of 
Germans do not need. Czecho-Slovakia made 
these goods—glassware, china, jewellery, silks, 
woollens and fancy goods for export trade. Now 
that the Sudeten area is part of the Reich, these 
goods are classified as “made in Germany.” 
Nations that formerly bought them as “made in 


Czecho-Slovakia,” now refuse them as “made 
in Germany.” 
Believing that Czecho-Slovakia could no 


longer be dangerous to Germany in time of war, 
German statesmen are pondering on a plan for 
the return of the Sudeten into a customs union 
with Cuecho-Slovakia, thus enabling the pro- 
ducts o! ihe Sudeten factories to be exported as 
Czecho-Slovakian goods, end freeing Germany 
from liability to provide food for the people of 
the Sudeten in peace and in war.

But we said good-bye to all that! | 


| In 1932, by the Ottawa agreements, 


we established preferential treat- | 
ment for our own trade within! 
empire borders and erected barriers 
against other nations which they 
found disadvantageous, and often 
insurmountable. 

Germany, Italy and Japan, afl 
short of raw materials for their 
factories, teeming with a popula- 
tion they could with difficulty sup- 
port, were not slow to draw a con- 
clusion from our action—surely a 
justified conclusion? If empire was 
the key to trade, then they too 
must have empires: and so—the ad- 
venturing imperialisms that shake 
the world today, 

I am aware that the blame is not 
wholly on our shoulders; yet our| 
no doubt well-intentioned trade 
agreements bore bitter fruit in the 
international field, and the results 
are on our doorstep. 

In this connection, three signific- 
ant events have been reported in| 
the last few weeks. 

A trade agreement between Ger-| 
many and Russia, followed by a 
Hitler speech devoid of rancour to-| 
a Hit- 
ler statement to the Reichstag: | 
“Germany must trade or die,” and 
a statement by Sir Samuel Hoare | 
that Great Britain would be willing | 
to discuss the problem of making 
materials in her colonies ac- 
io those countries that 
needed them. } 

By such an “appeasement” policy 
Britain would return to that earlier 
and more honorable—and perhaps 
safer—position, when she made her- | 
self the trustee for humanity of the 
land she had claimed, and wel-| 
comed in her ports the trade of the 
world MARY McCONKEY.

| ten wonder what is going on behind 


the scenes. Some times they get a 
slight idea through some passing 
event, but as a rule they have to 
wait until the deaths of the prin- 
cipal actors to gel the solulions to 
many intrigues and cabals, Sir) 
Robert Borden's memoirs supply 
many illustrations of this. Here is 
an instance of early dominion! 
politics. 

In 1870, Sir Alexander T. Galt, 
who had been minister of finance in 
the first dominion cabinet, came out| 
in the debate on the address in the 
House of Commons against Sir John 
Macdonald, who wrote on Feb. 23, 
1870, to Sir John Rose in London, 
England: 

“Galt came out, I am glad to say 
formally in opposition, and relieved, 
me of the difficulty connected with 
him. His warm alliance with the! 
Lower Canadian French rendered it 
necessary for me to put up with a 
good desl. But he is now finally 
dead as a Canadian politician. He 
has come out squarely for Independ- 
ence, has rung his death knell, and 
I shell take precious good cere to! 
keep him where he is. He hag se-| 
duced Cartwright (later Sir Rich } 
ard) away, and I baeve found out! 
how it was managed. Cartwright 
and he formed at the club last ses- 
sion a sort of mutual admiration | 
society, and they agreed that they | 
were the only two men fit to govern | 
Canada, Galt rubbed it in pretty | 
strong, telling Cartwright that he 
should have been minister of fin- 
ance. They are a pretty pair.” 

Yet, within ten years, Macdonald 
in 1660 named Galt as the first high 
commissioner to London, an indica- 
tion that the quarrel must have 
been bridged over. Sir John had a 
habit of heaping coals of fire upon 
party rebels, and perhaps it was so 
in Galt's case. Certainly Macdonald 
appreciated Galt's work im London
